England, upon whose dominions the sun 


in all his circuit does not go down, mis- 
tress of the aeas, comes up from tbe con- 
flict of centuries into the spirit of a larger 
liberty, and under the gentle sway of her 
peerless and Christian queen, holds fast to 
a rigorous and abounding national life. 


In the distant East the morning star ap- 


pears. Not in the history of the world is 
there anothar instance of a people rising 
from semi-civilization tend ng toward bar- 
barism, to self-government, so rapidly as 
in Japan. She is the mai vel of tbe age and 
of nations. 


In China, the critical period has not yet 


been passed, but the crisis is coming. 
China, with her two thousand colleges, 
with libraries outnumbering ten to one 
our own, with a 
population of 400,- 


000,000 among whom theue are scarcely 
any who cannot read and write, cannot 
long continue to slumber. The night of 
ages is ending; already appear indications 
ol renewed lire. Let not the other nations 
hold her too cheaply, or deal wilh her too 
defiantly; "Once she burst the bonds of 
nationality and swept clear, across the 
plains; nor was she stayed till she touched 
with her feet the Kutci s o( the Mediter- 
ranean." As she comes forth from the 
seclusion of centuries in which she has 
wrapped herself as in a mantle, she is 
destined to m.inifest a power which hith- 
erto has been little suspected. 


In the providence of God, our western

Connected with the general thought we 


hive been endeavoring to enforce, that the, 
manner in which cristsare passed is deter- 
minative of destiny, both with individuals 
,tnd with nations, is another'thought, sug- 
gested by tbe former, but not less impor- 
tant for us to consider; namely, the contin- 
uity ofinfluence, especially When of bene- 
ficent character, as shown chiefly in the 
perpetuated influence of good men, and of 
the institutions which they establish. 


Goodness perpetuates itself. Wickedness 


perpetuates itself for a time, but carries 
with "it the elements of its own decay. 
urhc labor of the righteous Cendeth to life, 
the fruit of the wicked, td sin." 
"Tbe 


memory of the just Is blessed, but the name 
of the wicked shall rot.'] 


Notwithstanding the wisdom of Solomon 


thus gives assurance of the final result, 
tluie is a persistency in the forces of evil 
which it is folly to disregard. 


Of this latter fact, sufflcient illustrations 


have already been cited, We may, there- 
fore, limit our study to the main proposi-

The life of Christ 
is like the morning sun shining with steady 
effulgence and visiting all realms with 
light and heat, with quickening and vivify- 
ing power. Tbe beneficence and power of 
Christ's life, commencing with his minis- 
trations in the province of Galilee, have 
widened and deepened with the advancing 
years. They are the inspiring force of 
every true civilization; they carry in them- 
selves for all the ages, the world's best 
hopes. The life which partakes of Uis 
spirit and is modelled after the pattern He 
has set, cannot be meaningless and value- 
less. Jt is conformed to the highest stand- 
ards. Its purposes cannot be devious, and 
upon it the winds of hiaven blow not ad- 
versely. 


To it for strength and support are drawn 


tbe forces of the earth beneath, and the 
heavens above. 


It is a matter of the highest moment, 


whether or not to one's self are thas allied 
the powers that be. 


The character of the government to 


which one owes and renders allegiance 
may thus be to him of the largest conse- 
quence. 


In 1869, a man arrested in Cuba under 


suspicious circumstances, was condemned 
to be shot by the Spanish authorities of 
that island. He was an Englishman by 
birth, and an American by naturalization. 
Both the English and American consuls 
interposed to save his life, but the Spanish 
authorities were inezorable, and he wa& 
led forth for execution. At this critical 
moment, the English consul threw around 
the doomed man the British flag, and the 
American consul wrapped him in the folds 
of the stars .ind stripes, and dired the 
Spanish officials to fire upon these national 
emblems. This they deemed too hazard- 
ous to bo done. The man was saved by 
the power represented by the national en- 
signs which enfolded him. bo he that is 
wnpped about with the robe ot Chust's 
righteousness, [has a pledge of eternal sr- 
curity. If it be of value to be a citizen ol 
a strong e.trlhly kingdom, how transcend- 
ently moie important to be an heir to citi- 
zenship in the heavenly kingdom!

As you approach the close of you: col-

everything in your future history is de- 
pendent upon decisions which you mu-t 
now make. In the providence of God you 
will be called to pass through few more 
important crises than that which is imme- 
diately before you, the character of the is- 
sue of which you may be even now deter- 
mining. Various paths are open to you, 
which are you to follow? In your choice 
will you imitate Lot and be guided by 
principles of selfishness and pitch youi 
tenfs toward Sodom? or will you rather 
imitate the righteous Abram, subordinate 
self, and place first, right, duty, God? 


In the development of our theme, illus- 


trations have been furnished of events 
which served as turning points or crises m 
the career of individuals and m the hUtory 
of nations. Towering infinitely above ail 
these and immeasurably farther-reaching 
in its results, is that event which consti- 
tutes the great crisis in human history, 
and out of which spring ;i 
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Lord, like the land of Egypt as tbou cotn- 
est unto Xoar. 


Then Lot chose him all the^luin of Jor- 


dan; and Lot journeyed East; and they 
separated themselves, the one from the 
other. 


Abram dwelt in the land of Canaan and 


Lot dwelt in the cities of the plain, and 
pitched his tent toward Sodom." 


5n contrast with Abram's generosity, 


mark the utter selfishness manifested by 
Lot. 
If we regard the land alone, the se- 


lection was admirable. Ic was tbe best 
part of the whole country, especially1 for 
one whose principal wealth consisted in 
Hocks and herds. Its pasturage wus ex- 
cellent; it was well watered, and was ''as 
theft garden of the Lord." Considering, 
therefore, simply the territory selected, the 


very fact was Loi's condemnation. 


One would have supposed that toucffe'd 


by his uncle's magnanimity, he would 
have declined to make tbe first choice, and 
expressed a willingness to accept tb4t part 
of tbe land which Abram, as tbe 4iead of 
tbe family, and as the chosen/of God, 
should be pleased to assiffQ him/ 


Of an act so unselfish, Lot WHS not capa- 


ble. Like thousands of his Descendants, 
he clutched at the opportunity to gain the 
fairest portion for himself. /He was, more- 
over, careful in his choice, for he "lifted 
up his eyes" and deliberately surveyed the 
surrounding country^ Tot^s vision, two 
natural divisions were presented; the one, 
the hill country, subject to famine, barren, 
uninviting; tbe other, tbe fertile plain 
of the Jordan,' luxuriant in rich herbage 
for flocks and herds. By an east and west 
line, he could have divided the country eo 
tbat each might have had a fair share of 
the pasturage afforded by the river valley, 
but, taking1 advantage of Abram's fratei- 
nal proposal,—ae Ills tineas could hardly go 
farther,—he cbose him all the plain of the 
Jordan and pitched his tent toward the 
idolatrous and Iniquitous city. 


This was the supreme moment in Lot's 


career,—the crisis m his history. He chose 
selfishly, wickedly, and all bis subsequent 
misfortunes were hut the mature fruitage 
of this unholy choice. 
/So the crises involving choice which in- 
evitably occur in the life of every Individu- 
al, and in the history of every nation, are 
turning points in destiny, and may ally in 
one's favor all the forces of the universe, 
or may array them unalterably against 
him.

choice carries In Its bosom a train of dire- 
ful consequences. Men are wont to shut 
their eyes to tbe fact that all the sad and 
terribly fatal results of sin are Involved hi 
the/Irsi lapses from virtue. 


As a moth circles around a flamo, daz- 


zled by Its resplendency, to its own de- 
struction, go Lot, aa tbe days and weeks 
went by, constantly pitched bis tent nearer 
and nearer the Ill-fated city. At length, 
we find him within its walls, sitting in tbat 
most prominent of all places, within tbe 
gates, doubtleu not wholly reconciled to 
Els companionships,—for we read that his 
son! was daily vexed with the filthy con- 
versation of the wicked and with their un- 
lawful deeds;—yet within tbe city, and 
snb)ected to all tne degrading Influences of 
Its abominations.

The contrasts which have been presented 


in this hasty glimpse at portions of the life 
of Abiam and of Lot are sharply defined 
and instructive. 


The one failed at the critical moment, 


placing considerations of self above all 
others. This first fatal etror Involved all 
the errors that followed, w contained the 
germ of a harvest of misfortunes and of 
wretchedness..

Tha other failed not when the crucial 


test came, but, heeding the monitions ol 
conscience, obedient to the Divine voice, 
dwelt in sustaining communion with the 
Almighty, blessed of Him with prosperity 
aud peace, the father of the faithful, the 
favored of God 1 


Verily, 
vanity; 


reap corruption, but they that sow to the 
Spirit shall by the Spirit, reap life ever- 
lasting." 


Not less significant are the crises which 


not unfrequeutly occur in the history of 
states and nations. A careful examination 
will reveal the fact that all their subse- 
quent history Is dependent on the manner 
in which these crises arc passed. 


Therd was a time during the war of the 


lebellion, when, bad Abraham Lincoln 
been less than divinely guided, he might 
havo failed at the supreme moment. When, 
however, that moment came, he was pre- 
pared for it. He affixed his name to that 
proclamation which shattered the fetters on 
tbe limbs of four millions of slaves, and by 
the same blow shattered the hopes of the 
Confederacy. By thai act be gave success 
to the forces contending 
for national 


supremacy. Had Abraham Lincoln failed 
in this crisis, who can tell how much 
longer the horrors of war might have con- 
tinued, and with what other result the con- 
test might have ended? It was a turning 
point in the history of our national exis- 
tence, and well was it for us tbat onr 
leader's chief reliance was m the strength 
of the everlasting arm and his trust In the 
nation's God. 


By way of furth er illustration, let us go 


back a hundred years and more in our 
country's history, and consider, for a mo- 
ment, how vast the Interests tbat were 
hinged on a successful transition from the 
colonial condition to that of an independent 
nation. The event was one "big with tbe 
fate of empire." when the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, pledging to 
one another their lives, their fortunes and 
their jsacred honor, appended their names 
to that Immortal charter of our liberties. 


Had they faltered in that hour, who can 


say how much more lasting would have 
been the injustice and oppression from 
wbich tbe colonies suMered, and how much 
more costly in treasure and in blood,would 
bave been the establishment on this conti- 


All hon- 
Grandly, 


iprecedented and 


Important issues involved in tbls birth-time 
of tbe Hepnblic, appealing to the Supreme 
Judge of the world for tbe rectitude of 
their intentions, and In firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence. In them 
God has verified His word, "Them tbat 
honor m«, I will honor." 


In the solicitude and suspense which per- 


vaded this nation one year ago, when a 
beloved and revered President was stricken 
down, God was speaking to Its people. 
The event in one sense was not a National 
crisis. In Mexico, or in the States of South 
America, such an event under such clr- 
onmstances wonld have brought about a 
real crisis In national a 11 air6; but so firmly 
established are the foundations of our gov- 
eminent and Its institutions, so intrenched 
In tbe hearts of the people, tbat, even If 
other high officers of State bad also been 
involved In the assassin's assault, the af- 
fairs of the government would bave gone 
on much as Defore, the administration of 
justice wonld not have been seriously im- 
peded, and all popular rights would still 
nave been maintained. It was a crisis less, 
and yet more, than national. It was inter- 
national, essentially a crisis In human af- 
fairs, an event appealing to all hearts 
throughout Christendom, and touchingthe 
chords of a world-wide sympathy. How 
unavailing the skill of man, how Impotent 
the power of earthly monarchs In the pres- 
ence and tinder tbe mysterious touch of the 
Sovereign of the Universe 1 
The loots of our own history, with modi- 
fications, bave had their counterpart at the 
Inception and In the progress ol events of 
all the other nations. 
France hu passed through repeated 
crises In emerging from which she has 
shattered thrones and made toys of emper- 
ors. Often she has. made tbe mistake 
which Lot made in pitching his tent toward 
Sodom. 
'It ll matter tor thanksgiving tbat from 


arises from the naturei of their works, 
which, although they cease from their 
labors, still do follow them. 


Near the close of the' seventeenth cen- 


tury, a few mini-ters came together, made 
a contribution of books, kind thus laid the 
basis of Yale College. For a century and 
a hjif, they have slumbered in the dust,bat 
their influence has survived and has been 
constantly multiplying lltself through the 
work performed, the power produced and 
tbe culture disseminated |by'that institu- 
tion. 
[ 


A half century earlier, a few public- 


spirited men in eastern ^Massachusetts de 
cided that, although it was a lime of pov- 
erty, it was possible for them to live with- 
out money, but not without the means of 
liberal learning, and founded Harvard Col- 
lege. Will the works of tbe.se men ever 


Their halls may moulder and crumble, 


but others will be reared in Itheir places. 
The continuity of lite in them can only 
cea^e when all things ea-thly die. 


Who can name the founders of Cam- 


bridge and Oxford in England?, Five 
bundred years have rolled away since these 
illustrious seats of learning were establish- 
ed. The names of the pen who contrib- 
uted to found them may, havo passed into 
oblivion, but tbe foundations remain, and 
have withstood the sbqcks of centuries, 
and all the civilized world rqcognizes with 
admiration, the perpetuated power of those 
meo. who consecrated their wealth _to ob- 
jects of so worthy character. 


Twelve years ago, George Peabody died, 


but thousands of English working men oc- 
cupying tenement houses in London built 
by bis munificence, bless his memory to- 
day. Tne benefactions of the "Peabody 
Educational Fund" to the South are con- 
tributing to elevate to true aanhood and 
womanbood, the children of a long-op- 
pressed race. 


It is tbe great beauty and utility of such 


benefactions, that they cannot cease. They 
are perennial, and minister to human needs 
so long as human needs ex st. The men 
who make them die, hut their influence 
survives and through all time must abide. 


This continuing power of a good influ- 


ence is not limited strictly to ministrations 
of benevolence. 


It obtains in art, in literature, and in 


every form of ministration tfy which high 
and worthy inspirations are awakened in 
the minds of men. 


Raphael and Michael Angelo, long since 


dead, still live m the lofty inspirations 
which their works have enkindled in tbe 
minds of other artists, and thus will 
they continue to live through the coming 
generations. 


Not all tbe names of the builders of 


European cathedrals In the middle ages 
bave been preserved, but Ibe cathedrals
